In looking through the records 
I find that the late government in- 
creased the expenditure for education 
very nearly a million dollars. (900,- 
000.) in the two years 1920 and 1921, 
In looking over the estimates for this 
year I find that the estimated expen- 
diture for the Department. of~ Educa- 
tion is practically the same as it was 
two years ago, the year the new gov- 
ernment took office How anyone can 
ask for a better record of economy 
than, that is more than I can under- 
stand, 


Public Works Daperinent: 


I now come to another function of 
a government, namely, that of. pub- 
liclic Works. Here’ is apparently 
where the government has econom- 
ized too mueh to suit the members 
of the past administration. Personal- 
ly, there is no doubt in my mind, but 
that the people of . this province 
would rather stand a reduction in 
road grants than a reduction in school 
grants. I believe that the Minister. of 
Public Works 8 ape be congratula- 
ted for having cut down the income 
expenditure. on Public Works, three 
hundred . thousand dollars below the 
expenditure for 1921, While the press 
and members of the past administra- 
tion have been talking a great deal 
about certain curtailments whith on- 
ly amount to a few. hundred dollars, 
the government has actually made re- 
ductions of ‘hundreds of thousands of 
dollars, and still there is an estima- 
ted debt of over a million dollars. 

Agricultural Department, 

The Minister of Agriculture ‘has 
dealt very thoroughly with his de- 
partment showing, the numerous cur- 
tailments made in the services of 
that department. There is no need 
for me to go over the ground again. 
I merely wish to point out that the 
estimated income expenditure for the 
Department of Agriculture for this 
year is about one hyndred and fifty 
thousand dollars below the actual in-

The government has also greatly 
reduced the surplus of borrowings o- 
ver redemptions in the same years. 
The following figures show the total 
borrowings less the redemption of 
debentures ,loans and saving eertis- 
cates, in each of the following years: 

1921—$18,580,320.67. 

1922—$9,919,264.59. 

1923—$6,000,000.00 (estimate) 
Here again, according to this year’s! 
estimates, the government has redu- 
ced the surplus borrowings -of the 
province in 1921, by over twelve and 
a half millions ‘of dollars. So much 
has the Province of Alberta borrowed 
in the past few years that today we 
are paying over three million dollars 
as interest on borrowed capital. Much 
as we would like to have more public 
works, railways and telephones, we 
must remember that about 25 percerit 
of: the total income expenditure of 
the province goes to pay the interest 
on borrowed capital, Until the prov- 
ince is in a more prosperous condi- 
tion and people can pay more taxes 
we are not justified in increasing the 

ublic debt of this jrovince. | 

e Question of Natural Resources. 

Before referring to the question of 
taxation, I would like to briefly deal 
with the question of our natural re-| 
sources. There is no need to go into 
the history of this question, The sto- 
ry of this injustice to the people of 
Western Canada is familiar to every 
member’ of the legislature.

ceive our natural resources tomorrow. 
we should continue to receive, or’ ex- 
pect. to receive, the grant given by 
the Dominion government for sup- 
port of the PROV vincial legislature and 
government, We should continue to 
receive a subsidy in lieu’ of the cus- 
toms duty, which at the present time 
is given’ at the rate, of eighty. cents 
per. capita. And we should continue to 
receive interest at the rate of five 
per cent on a debt allowance of about 
eight million dollars. In other words, 
if. we should take our natural  re- 
sources without asking for any con- 


‘|tinuation of the subsidy in’ lieu of 


crown lands, we should still receive 
several hundred thousand dollars an- 
nually from the Dominion govern- 
ment, 

In the Comitionveeatth of Australia 
where every state owns, and controls 
its own natural resources, the various 
state governments receive from the 
Commonwealth Government, a sub- 
sidy amounting to six dollars per ca- 
pita. This is largely given in lieu of 
the customs ‘tariff. In Alberta we re- 
ceive only eighty cents per capita. 
In Canada there is collected per eap- 
ita from the customs tariff about 18 
dollars,. In Australia the customs “ta- 
riff produces only about two dollars 
and fifty cents per ¢apita, Thus here 
is one of the great reasons why the 
cost of living is said to be cheaper 


jin Australia than it is in Canada, and 


why immigration is flowing to Aus- 
tralia, rather than to: Canada. How- 
ever, the tariff is outside the juris- 
diction of this legislature, but as far 
as our natural. resources are concern- 
ed, I believe we should make a de- 
termined effort to obtain’ these just 
as soon as. possible. 
Taxation Problems. 

Coming to the question of taxation. 
The hon. member for Calgary (Mr. 
Davidson) advocated for a complete 
investigation and revision of our pre- 
sent tax system. In this respect I 
heartily agree there. is Ineed. for 
great improvemenr yn the present sys- 
tem. It is essential that we have a 
well balagced system of taxation that 
will insure a regular flow of revenue 
into the treasury from year to’ year. 
If we examine some. of our direct 
taxes we find a tremendous falling 
off in revenue during the past two 
years. 

For example I will give the reven- 
ue ‘derived from certain taxes in the 
years 1920 and 1922.

How to deal with the problem of 
taxation and the raising of revenue 
is of see importance particular- 
ly at the present time. I believe the 
time has ‘come, when the _ province 
should revise its system of taxation 
j and include in that revised system an 
income tax. In ‘British Columbia, 
where they Mave had the income tax 
since 1897, it has proved to be the 
most successful tax from the stand- 
point of productiveness, and’ is now 


‘the largest. individual item in the re- 


venue. of that province. The Royal 
iE 6: ommission on taxation appointed in 
that province in its report of 1912, 
after an exhaustive survey of the ev- 
idence, stated that the income tax 
is generally regarde das the fairest of 
all -taxes.

The great value: of an income tax 
to a young province such as Alberta 
is that in times of emergency and, 
hard times; the revenue income can 
be more easily regulated by, a slight 
adjustment. of the income tax rates, 
so that the burden will fall.on those 
best able to bear it. 

I have not the figures for last year 
but for the yedr 1921 the. Dominion 
government ‘Yaised by the income tax 
$1,400,000 in the Province of Alber- 

ta. ‘That is, the Dominion government 
a out of the province of Alberta by 
means of the income tax very nearly 
as much as it gave back to the pro- 
vince by way of a subsidy. 

There is, every: reason to believe 
that the revenue derived from this tax 
will increase as the machinery for 
collecting it is made more perfect, 
and as the people become more fam- 
iliar with its merits. In British Col- 
umbia there is raised by the income 
tax about four million dollars, half 
of which goes to the> province and 
half of which goes‘to the Dominion 
government. 

It woud certainly be false economy 
to advocate the setting up of a sepa- 
rate provincial machine to collect a 
provincial income tax, but. I do ad- 
vocate a careful investigation into 
the Possibility of creating a joint 

rovincial’and federal income tax col- 
ecting machine, the cost of admin- 
istration to be shared equally and the 
revenue derived from the income tax 
to -be divided equally, between the 
dominion and the provincial govern- 
ments. 


w» The Problem of Today. 


_However, after all has been said on 
the theory of taxation, and on the 
ideal system of taxation, we must 
come back again to hard cold facts 
and get down to actual conditions and 
circumstances as they ‘exist in this 
province today. The state’s ability to 
collect revenue depends after all on 
the ‘taxpayers’ ability .to pay. The 
state’s\ standitig financially is large- 
ly determined by the financial stand- 
ing of the average taxpayer. A wise 
citizen will ‘make provision for the 
day of adversity and hard:times. A 
wise government. should make pro- 
vision during tthe years of prosper- 
ity for the years of adversity. The 
citizen who has no reserve fund when 
hard-times come will be forced to go 
without the necessities of life or bor- 
row money with which to buy them. 
Is it’ not therefore reasonable and. 
logical to expect that a government] 
who has no reserve fund to meet the 
contingences of a period .of hard- 
times should find itself unable .. to 


make its income cover its necessary 


expenditures ? Maintaining law “and 
order, caring for the health of the 
people, educating the children — and 
carrying on the many recognized du- 
ties of a government, are as vital to 
the life and welfare of the states as 
food, clothing, recreation and shelter, 
are to the life of the individual. 
Criticisms and Conclusion 

Before closing I wish to refer brief- 
ly to the only ‘two criticisms that 
have been made in regard to the policy 
of the :government. 

First—that the government has cut 
too much, and secondly, that the gov- 
ernment has not cut enough. In the 
first place there are those people who 
have criticized nearly every reduction 
the government has made. There is 
only one answer in reply to this crit- 
icism and that is, that the present 
government is doing what it was elect- 
ed to do. It is facing the situation 
with all the cards on the table and is 
making every possible reduction even 
though such reductions may not meet 
with the approval from.-many quar- 
ters. 

The other criticism is that the gov- 
ernment is not eutting enough. The 
fact that the province is facing an es- 
timated deficit this year of about a 
million ‘dollars is causing thehy Deo. 
ple to feel that the government has 
failed to do its duty. Many members 
opposite are asking for a special com- 
mittee to show the government how to 
live within its income. Such people 
must remember that although the pro- 
vincial government is the biggest! 
business. in the province of Alberta, 
it is different from.any other busi- 
A large private 
corporation is in business to make 
money. It keeps a large reserve fund 
with which to meet the contingences 
of an emergency. I doubt if there is 
one large cofporation in Canada that 
has not had to call on its reserves dur- 
the past two or three years. In fact 


many corporations during these years} ° 


of reconstruction. have used up their 
reserve funds, have exhausted their 
credits and have in some cases gone 
bankrupt. 

he Provincial Government of Al- 
berta is in business to provide the peo- 
ple of this province. with certain ser- 
vices for which the people are suppos- 
ed to pay. It is not in business. to 
make money and has no reserve fund 
to meet the contingences of a period 
of hard times. Most public services 


are permahent and vary little from)’ 


year to year. They cannot be curtail- 
ed like the output of a big business. 
While public expenditures should be 
more or less regular from year to 
year, public revenue fluctuates with 
the prosperity of the country. Thus 
during hard times, when a govern- 
ment has no reserve fund, there re- 
mains only three alternatives, namely, 

(a) Increased taxation, which the 
people cannot bear at the present 
time. 

(b) Curtailment of expenditures, 
which may be injurious. to the 
best interests of the people. 

(c) A deficit, which is unavoidable 
at certain unusual times in the op-

Un 
less the Minister of Agriculture other 
wise directs, upon the*report of an in- 
spector, animals owned by farmers and 
slaughtered by them on their own pre- 
mises. are not” subject. to inspection 
under the provisions of the Act. A 
carcass or any portion thereof may be 
reinspected at any time. 

Under. this Act all articles canned 
and preserved, intended for food,. in- 
cluding fish, fruit, or vegetables, - or 
any food or food product which may 
bo named*by the Governor in Council, 
are subject to- inspection, both during 
preparation and in packing. Imported 
articles of food are required to have 
guarantees of inspection at the place 
of origin and-are also subject to in 
spection Canada. Inspectors, can 
refuse to inspect or mark articles in 
any establishment where .the sanitary 
conditions are not satisfactory. Articles 
of food intended for export are subject 
to additional jinsplection and

‘mitted to a propagating test or the 
mature plants have been examined and 
reported upon. A license will not be! 
granted for the selling of an old variety 
under a new name. In explanation of 
this amendmeht it may be cited that a 
farmcr or dealer might unintentionally 
sell seed:oats. under the name of “Ban 
ner” and deliver seed oats that were 
‘not true to that variety A complaint 
might be Jaid against him under an 
other section of the Act, but the 
section under view is not intended te 
apply to such offense siitee the varicyt 
named “Banner” as applied to oats 
cannot be held to be false or spurious 
or new. The provision is intended tol 
apply to persons who invent new names! 
for old standard varieties. It is regard- 
ed as likely that this new regulation 
will give encouragement to plant breed’ 
ers by offording them more protection 
with respect to such’ new sorts as ‘they

Making A Vegetable 
Garden Profitable 


| 
Experimental Farm Note | 
| 


Thorough preparation of , the soil! 
before planting time aids greatly by 
increasing crop yields and by curtail- 
ing labor requirements. The garden 
should be well ploughed and sufficient 
surface tillage given to’climinate hand_ 
labor to the greatest extent possible, ' 
A quantity of well rotted barnyard’ 
manure should be worked into the soil’ 
every year. If the garden is a small | 
one where only manual labor is used, | 
the spading should be thoroughly | 
done and the soil worked down as soon 
as possible after spading. The spad- 
ing fark’ can often be used to van- 
tage’ to dig up the garden. Another’ 
garden. tool that soon pays for itself 
is the wheeled hoe. This implement. 
run close to the rows when the. plants 
first appear, destroys the weeds quite: 
close.in, and thus lessens the amount} 
of weeding. In order to use the wheel- 
ed hoe to advantage it is advisable to 
have the vegetables in straight rows, 
Sowing radish or turnip seed’ with 
slower germinating seed will permit 
earlier cultivation of the spacings be- 
tween rows, and early destruction of 
weeds means less labor. Spread over 
a period of ten years the cost of this 
weeder would only be about = eighty 
cents a year, 

Planting the seeds at the right time 
is imortant. Peas, ‘onions, parsnips, 
éarrots, etc, can be planted quite early
